Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lichtenstein et al 
USPN 6,077,311. 

Regarding claim 1 
Lichtenstein et al teaches, 

- receiving computer readable data comprising parameter defining routing space, traces 
and obstacles within routing space each trace comprising a plurality of interconnected 
nodes (see figure 3, column 6, lines 51-60, "the process invokes... executable 
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program", and column 1 6, lines 22-24, "the merge process. . .ordered set of 
variables"); 

- determine spacing between adjacent nodes of each trace and adjusting a number of 
nodes in each trace based on spacing (column 5, lines 63-67, "to maintain state while 
generating... purple region"); 

- assigning forces to nodes of each trace based on a proximity of nodes to object within 
routing area objects including at least one of an obstacle and other nodes (column 6, 
lines 15-21, " a recent/mod ref trace. . . distant proximity") and 

- moving nodes in accordance with forces (column 10, lines 45-49, " a region entry 
event. . . stack allocated objects").
